LONDON. —(NANA)—The 
London Daily Mail reports 
that a blue-tinged window 
giass which keeps people 
cool but “turns the heat on” 
flies and kills them has been 
invented by Dr. W. M. Hamp- 
ton.

Goebbels Berlin's Pet ‘Hate’:

‘HEARD HITLER SHOT HIMSELF’ 


Rumors Among Nazi War Captives 
Cast Light on Confusion in Reich 


By LOUIS LOCHNER 

WITH THE VU. S. SEVENTH 
ARMY.—(#)—Rumors circulating 
among prisoners of war cast an 
interesting light on the confusion 
and consternation that must exist 
in sections of Germany still under 
Nazi rule. 

The Seventh Army’s prisoners 
are fresh from battle and have 
been in touch with German civil- 
ians very recently, either by cor- 
respondence or by actual contact 
in towns and cities where they 
were billeted. 

No sooner do I begin to talk to 
prisoners anywhere than they say 
“we heard Hitler shot himself. Is 
it true?” Or, “we hear Goering 


was killed during a bombing raid.’ 


How about it?” They almost seem 
disappointed that I cannot give 
confirmation. 

Another stock question is: “Does 
Goebbels still put out faked Wehr 
macht reports?” On one occasion 
I countered with, “Oh, yes, he still 
reports about disengaging from the 


fenemy.” 


Whereupon everybody‘ 
roared boisterously. 

Of their own accord, various 
men derisively would throw at me 
other stock phrases in Wehrmacht 
communiques, such as “made a 
strategic retreat” or “withdrew to 
more advantageous positions.” 

German prisoners almost cannot 
believe that American freedom of 
the press is such that we publish 
even enemy communiques in full. 

With great concern, prisoners 
always ask whether it is true that 
they are to be shipped to Siberia 
as Slave laborers. Since a reply 
would be tantamount to impart- 
ing military in formation, I leave 
the question unanswered. The 
same thing applies to questions as 
to which ally will occupy what 
part of Germany, 

Another stock question is how 
long before they can return to 
their homes. They consider the 
war about over, peace in the im-

Hastening the final cleanup of 
all East Prussia, the Third White 
Russian thrust westward 
from Koenigsberg and took four 
towns on the Samland peninsula, 
Moscow announced.

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Sound Reasons for Optimism 


Any evaluation of prospects for success 
of the San Francisco conference cannot 
but conclude that there is every ground for 
optimism. The effort of the nations of the 
world to actuate a workable program for 
maintenance of world peace should meet 
with success. Dumbarton Oaks laid the 
groundwork. At San Francisco that 
groundwork will be developed into an ac- 
tual, functioning organization. 

There has been an unforturfate ten- 
dency, of late, to look with suspicion upon 
Russia. That is, such a tendency has been 
noticeable in the United States. 
have been whispers that. at some indefi- 
nite time in the future, the interests of the 
Soviet will clash with ours and that an- 
other war will see America and Britain 
aligned against the Russians. 

Those who voice such anticipations 
render a serious disservice to the cause of 
peace. In fact, even though they may, in- 
dividually, be innocent in intent, there can 
be little doubt that much of this sort of 
speculation and rumor originates in the 
still functioning propaganda mills of Ger- 
many and Japan. It is just one more mani- 
festation of the Axis effort to cause a rift 
in the co-operation of the Allies. It, like 
previous efforts, is doubtless doomed to 
failure. 

As a matter of fact there is everv rea- 
son to expect Russia to be one of, if not 
the most powerful, factor in the cause of 
world peace. 

Russia was the nation which. when the 

-League of Nations was functioning, was 
“more eager for a system of collective se- 
curity than any other. Russia tried, even 


There 


then, to bring about the establishment of 
an international force dedicated solely to 
the suppression of aggressor armies before 
they had well started campaigns of would- 
be conquest. 


Russia has asked. of this country, long- 
term credits, for the purchase of heavy 
capital goods and for the rehabilitation of 
her own areas devastated by the Nazis. It 
would be fantastic idiocy for the Soviet to 
seek another war while faced with the tre- 
mendous task of her own internal develop- 
ment. That is a task which will require all 
Russian strength and interest for at least 
a half-century to come. 


Russia has, time and again, given evi- 
dence of her good faith. The recent de- 
nunciation of her neutrality pact with Ja- 
pan fulfills a promise made by Stalin. He 
has made other commitments which, un- 
doubtedly, he will meet at the proper time. 
There is little doubt that the weight of 
Russian arms will be thrown against Ja- 
pan within the coming twelve months. 


Furthermore, not only Russia but Great 


Britain will be, in the postwar world, a 


mighty power for peace. It will take Brit- 


ain a half-century or more to recover from, 


the fearful losses in property and in her 
young manhood sustained in the two world 
wars. 


Russia and Britain will, because of the 
hard facts of their conditions, be two of 
the most earnest advocates of world peace. 
It only remains for the United States to 
co-operate with them to establish a three- 
power force for peace which can be well- 
nigh impregnable. 


Vocational Rehabilitation for Georgia's Blind 


Sure to meet with widespread public 
approval is a new program of the Division 
of Vocational Rehabilitation of the State 
Department of Education. 


Through the co-operation of the Geor- 
gia Co-operative Services for the Blind, a 
nonprofit organization made up of leading 
Atlantans, money is being loaned for the 
setting up of vending stands in public 


places throughout the state. These stands 
will be operated by blind persons trained 
by special supervisors of the State Depart- 
ment. 


This will have the effect of making an 
appreciable additional number of Geor- 
gians self-supporting and that, in essence, 
is the ultimate aim of any practical pro- 
gram of vocational rehabilitation. 


For the Consolidation of Army and Navy 


Secretary of War Stimson has added his 
name to the already impressive list of those 
who favor @ postwar merger of all military 
branches of the government. 


“The War Department strongly favors 
the establishment of a single department 
of -he armed forces and recommends the 
enactment of measures which will accom- 
plish this objective in an orderly manner,” 
Stimson this week wrote Alabama’s Sen. 
Hill, author of legislation which wguld pro- 
vide for such a merger. 


Stimson’s indorsement, coming on the 
heels of retiring War Mobilization Director 
Byrnes, will undoubtedly serve to bring 
the question up far floor debate in the very 


near future. Byrnes, it will be remembered, 
recently urged congress to give early con- 
sideration to legislation consolidating the 
Army, Navy and Air Forces into a single 
Department of National Defense after the 
war. The current system, he said at the 
time, makes for waste and duplication of 
effort. 


Hill’s bill would set up such a Depart- 
ment of National Defense, with a cabinet 
member at its head. Provision is also made 
for undersecretaries of Army, Navy and 
Air. 


It is a logical move, one of which short- 
ly now we shall be hearing a great deal 
more.

Georgians Abound 
‘In Tehran Area 


TEHRAN, Iran.—(By Mail)—I had: not been 

in my quarters at Camp Amirabad an hour when 

the telephone rang and it was Al Smith, Cpl. 

Al Smith, who used to be The Constitution’s University of Georgia 
correspondent, on the line. 

Al went on from Georgia, via the Associated Press and the 
public relations job at Louisiana State University, to become an 
expert on the staff of one of New York’s big public relations 
agencies, Carl Byoir and Associates. I knew he was overseas but 
had no idea he was in Iran. 

This led to a talk about Georgia, and Georgians in the Persian 
Gulf Command. Some of them I have met. Others are at different 
camps in the command. But Al and I assembled their names and 
from their commands got word that all are well, reasonably happy, 
and, like everyone else, eager to get back home. 

The second Georgian I met here also was Al Smith. He lives 
on Route 2, out of Acworth, and he is mighty anxious about his 
pretty Polish wife whom he met, courted and married here in 
Tehran. She was a refugee located here with her parents. Mrs. 
Smith should be reaching Georgia before this arrives at The Con- 
stitution office. She is a fine girl and the Smiths will like her. 

I had dinner at the enlisted men’s mess—where Sgt. Al Smith, 
of Acworth, is first cook—and there I ran across Cpl. John West, 
of Atlanta. He used to work for the Western Union office in The 
Constitution building when a youngster. He is a fine looking soldier 
and greatly relieved that his wife is recovered from a serious ill- 
ness. His folks, out on Hill street, might like to know that we had 
steak, stewed tomatoes, boiled potatoes, stewed corn and cake for 
dinner. The steak was from the States, shipped out frozen. and 
we got a lot of fun thinking how much the people at home would 
like to have our steak. 


More Georgians 


Attached to headquarters company here are 
more Georgians. They have had a big part 
in this important war operation. It involved a tremendous railroad 
job, and also one of communications. Through here flowed the 
supplies which kept Russia going and here, too, was the defense 
that kept Germany out of this highly strategic part of the world. 

Sgt. Dewey L. Gordon, of Ludowici, is a line foreman for the 
Signal Service. Three Georgians are assigned to the truck com- 
pany, Joel Landrum, Rome; Lonnie Wilson, Commerce, and Richard 
Sheppard, Route 3, West Point. 

In the Army exchange branch here is William A. Mason Jr., 
of Meigs. The assistant to the headquarters supply sergeant is 
Allen T. Veal, Route 1, Oconee. He is a popular sergeant, which 
is something. John Herring, 139 Rose Park, Macon, is in the adju- 
tant general’s office. 

From Atlanta and near by there are Harold T. Ewing, 250 
Valley Brook road, Decatur; Rutledge D. Harris, 377 Woodward 
avenue, Atlanta, and James H. McDonald, Route 2, College Park. 

I just missed seeing Durward Gerson, 8111 Boulevard, N. E., 
the first inductee of Draft Board No. 9 in Atlanta. I recall that 
the board gave him and his mother a lunch the day we sent him 
to the fort. He is at Khorramshahr, about 500 miles from Tehran, 
near the spot where, legend has it, the Garden of Eden was located. 
It doesn’t look like it now. 

At the same camp is Walter Morrow, whose father for many 
years was a Coast Line conductor out of Albany, Ga. 

At Camp Atterbury are some Georgia railroad men who have 
done a big job making a real railroad out of the Iranian State 
Railway. There will be railroad stories for years to come when 
the veterans of the Third Military Railway Service get together. 

: The line ran a passenger train about once a 
Casey a Piker week and freight trains every two or three 
days. There were no air brakes, no headlights, and the roadbed 
was just as bad as you were thinking. Intense desert heat, in- 
tense mountain cold, slides, snow, sand storms, and so on, made 
it a heartbreaking job. The men came here from railroads all 
over America and they have done such a good job that Russia was 
able to keep fighting. There are many men whose vital part in 
winning the war will never be told. 

Some of the Georgia railroaders, shop men, engineers, brake- 
men, and so on, are: Sam Law, 862 Bankhead avenue, boilermaker; 
Henry M. Smith, Decatur, conductor; Milton H. McClelland, 801 
Royal street, Atlanta, driver; Jim H. Hansard, Alpharetta, brake- 
man; Harry L. Bolden, Temple, mechanic; George Drake, Route 2, 
Adrian, cook: Thomas R. Mashburn, Pineview, brakeman; James 
Horne Jr., 209 Mayo street, Americus, engineer; Wellborn B. Rich- 
ards, Carrollton, cook; Zeno Bridges, Rocky Face, foreman; Homer 
Herrin, Winokur, mechanic; William E. Bennett, Lenox, acetylene 
burner. 

Casey Jones was a piker compared with these boys. 

Not a man has been killed in accidents since they took over. So, 
in cheering the Russians, give a cheer for the men who kept the 
drivers rolling pulling supplies. 

There are others here from the Empire State. Honestly, in 
getting about as we have, one gets the idea that Georgia seems to 
be fighting the war, running the supply lines. I don’t know what 
would happen to the good old U. S. A. if it were not for Georgians.

What Type of Ship 
Will You Travel On? 


Polls have shown that a considerable propor- 

tion of the American people are hoping and plan- 

; ning to make ocean trips after the war is over. 

Families of men who have fought in all sorts of places all around 

the world want to go to those same places, when peace comes again, 

and see what Bill or Tom or Herb saw and try to understand, a 
little, what he went through. 

And there are other families, parents, brothers, sisters, widows, 
who want to go for another reason. To find, if they can, the white 
cross in some military graveyard that marks a loved one’s last 
resting place. 

We hear a lot about postwar air travel, but indications are that, 
quick and comfortable and reasonable in cost though air travel will 
be, still the vast majority of travelers will continue to go by ship. 

With this fact in mind, a poll was recent!y taken to try and 
discover what type of ship will be most popular among these trav- 


elers of the coming years. 

: Old ocean travelers will tell you there are various 
Five Types types of ships. Luxury liners, one class ships, 
combined cargo and passenger ships, etc. Some prefer one type, 
some another. And the question of cost, as well as of time, enters 
into the traveler’s choice. 

For purposes of this poll five types of ships were listed. First, 
the luxury liner, like the famous queens of the Cunard Line, the 
Ile de France, the Mauretania, and so on. With three separate 
“classes” of passengers, each distinct from the other in accommo- 
dations. These were the fastest and most costly ships. Only 8.38 
per cent of those questioned in the poll want to travel by luxury 
liner after the war. 

Next group is the first-class liner, slightly smaller than the 
luxury ship, slightly slower, carrying the same three classes of 
passengers but at substantially lower fares. This type drew 15.64 
per cent. 

Then came the one-class ship, about the same size as first-class 
liners, though a little slower again, but with only one class of passen- 
gers who pay much lower fares than in the two previous types 
mentioned. A lot of folks prefer this class of ship. To be exact, 
27.38 per cent. 

But the most popular type of all is one not hitherto seen on the 
high seas. It is a proposed new sort of ship altogether. It will 
be of fair good size, though not as large as the luxury and first- 
class liners. Accommodations will be very comfortable. It will 
carry only one class of passengers and fares will be lower than any 
others. because of the large number of passengers it can handle. 

Votes for this type were 30.64 per cent of all those. cast. 


: One circumstance stands out clearly in the 
Interesting Angle results of that poll That is the high 
popularity of the one-class ship, of any type. It is encouraging that 
so many Americans prefer the democratic, congenial one-class ship, 
instead of the extreme luxury of first class in the old three-class 
vessels. 

As a matter of cold fact, the three-class ships carry too evident 
taints of snobbery to be pleasant for most people, regardless of 
what class they travel. To travel first class means, inevitably; 
you will absorb the attitude of the ship’s personnel, some of whom 
will undoubtedly consider lower-class passengers as, simply, lower- 
class people. 

The innate snobbery of forbidding third-class passengers to 
leave those comparatively small portions of the decks given over 
to their use is evident. Likewise, second-class passengers are con- 
sidered not fit to walk the same decks with first-class passengers. 

No matter how philosophical you are, you just can’t help re- 
senting such a system. 

Personally, I’ve traveled, at different times, by all three classes. 
And the pleasantest voyage was when I went second class. Regu- 
lar folks, neither snobs nor the downtrodden, to associate with. 
And accommodations are good as any could ask, equal to any first- 
class hotel on shore. 

My preference, I am sure, will be for the one-class ship. If ever 
I again cross the ocean, that’s the way I’m going. There are, on 
such a ship, variations in fare, of course. You will pay more for 
an outside cabin, for one on a higher deck, for one with private 
bath, and so on. But that doesn’t change the fact that the entire 
passenger area of the ship is open to all alike, that no one will feel 
that evil sense of the arbitrary classification of human beings, 

That is the way it should be, and I have an idea the day is 
coming when the snobbery of arbitrarily separated “classes” will 
prove unprofitable to the ship practicing it.

Another Secret 
Weapon Revealed 


WASHINGTON.—Thomas A. Morgan, head of 
Sperry Corporation, the great scientific develop- 

; ment house which builds most of our precision 
instruments for the Navy, has just revealed one of the major secret 
= which has made our fleet relatively invulnerable to air 
Aallack, 

_ The weapon, details of which are now made public for the first 
time with the consent of the Navy, is an automatic computing gun- 
sight that enables antiaircraft gunners on our battleships to shoot 
down enemy. planes as fast as they come in range. 

It is one of a series of similar highly important secret weapons 
that have been developed to make the American Navy the most 
powerful fighting force afloat the world has ever known. Not all 
of them can be revealed yet. 

The Navy probably consented to a disclosure of the new gun- 
sight only because the Japs are now aware of its existence and 
have no means of duplicating it. 

Early in the war two of Britain’s prized battleships, the Repulse 
and the Prince of Wales, were caught some 50 miles off Singapore 
and sunk in short order by a fleet of Japanese land-based planes. 
After that dramatic incident, coming as it did on the heels of the 
Pearl Harbor disaster, many of the armchair strategists told us 
that aircraft had made modern warships obsolete. 

Guns, they said, couldn’t be swung fast enough and aimed 
accurately enough to meet attacks from the air. 

While the argument raged among the so-called experts, Sperry 
Corporation was already working on the problem. In collaboration 
with Dr. C. Stark Draper, of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, the company developed the blueprints for a gunsight that 
would meet all the requirements of a fast-moving target. 

But for the precision of the instruments thus made, our fleet 
would never have been able to pile up the record it has achieved 
in the Pacific. They have, as Mr. Morgan has said, made our fleet 
units relatively invulnerable to air attack. 

If the Japs had been able to produce anything half as good, 
it never would have been possible for us to beard their navy off 
their own shores, as we did the other day in sinking the 45,000- 
ton Yamato. 


: The new secret weapon disclosed by Sperry is 
Complicated too complicated to give a technical eeeinnation 
that the layman can understand. Suffice it to say that all a gunner 
has to do is bring his target plane within a circle of dots illuminated 
on a reflecting glass before his eyes. 

Automatically the new sight computes all such factors as the 
speed and range of the target and the amount of lead or lag for 
which gunners previously had to make lightning calculations. The 
sight quickly changes its computations as the gun is shifted from 
one target to another. 

A naval gunnery officer has explained that the sight “does four 
hours of conic sections and differential calculus in a split second.” 

What the instrument does is extend the mental powers of gun 
operators in a degree that the human mind alone is incapable of. 

Sperry was able to make its first quantity delivery of the sights 
in the summer of 1942. Our latest battleships were immediately 
equipped with them. In the first encounter we had with Jap planes 
thereafter 32 enemy craft were shot out of the air by the South 
Dakota before they came in range. The Japs never knew what 
hit them. 

It has heen the same ever since. Every time a fleet of Jap 
planes atti cs one of our task forces we shoot them down like 
sitting ducks. 

It matters not how fast they come in or what direction they 
take. The gunsights are ready to make the correct calculation. 

This is only one of the many vitally important contributions to 
the war effort made by American scientists and the manufacturers 
of scientific instruments. There are many more. When it is pos- 
sible to tell the final story, Americans will have a right to be proud 
of the achievements of our scientists. Radar is another develop- 
ment that will be startling when it is fully revealed. Sperry has 
had a hand in this also. After the war we will find it highly use- 
ful in commercial airline operations. 

Science and the war have gone along together. We could not 
have made the remarkable progress we have without the aid of the

rope. The dominant personality 
of this alliance was Prince Met- 
_ternich, of Austria, who devoted 


himself to maintaining the status 
quo as arranged at Vienna. On 
Sept. 26, 1815, Russia, Austria and 
Prussia formed the Holy Alliance, 
the object of which was mutual 
aid among despots, culminating in 
a series of revolutions and civil 
| wars which preceded World War I.4 


As a result of the Franco-Prus- 
sian War in 1870, it was necessary 
to reorganize Europe. This was 
achieved under the leadership of 
Bismarck, the Prussian, who head- 
ed the new Germany. First in| 
1872, he organized the Dreikai- 
serbund (Three Emperors’ League) 
of Germany, Austria and Russia. 
These emperors agreed to support | 
each other in war and to suppress 
democratic movements.
